RESPONSE TO DECISION ON PAPERS UNDER 37 CFR 1.42 

In response to the Decisions on Papers Under 37 CFR 1.42 mailed April 2, 2002 and 
September 6, 2002, and pursuant to the petition under 37 CFR §1.1 37(b) to revive the above 
application, Applicants request consideration of this response. 

In the September 6 Decision, it is stated that: 

The declaration submitted on June 10, 2002 is not executed by Noriko 
Oku, Chikado Oku, and Tomohito Oku as "representatives" of deceased 
inventor, Teruo Oku. Additionally, the declaration does not state that Noriko 
Oku, Chikado Oku, and Tomohito Oku are "legal" representatives or all of the 
heirs of the deceased inventor.

Applicants resubmit a copy of that declaration herewith and believe that it satisfies the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1.497 with respect to Noriko Oku, Chikado Oku, and Tomohito Oku as 
"all the heirs" of deceased inventor Teruo Oku. 
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Applicants submitted a Supplemental Declaration executed by Noritsugu Yamasaki, 
Takafumi Imoto, Hiroshi Kayakiri, Osamu Onomura, and Takahiro Hiramura with their 
Renewed Submission Under 37 CFR 1 .42, filed June 10, 2002. Applicants resubmit a copy of 
that declaration herewith and believe that it satisfies the requirements of 37 CFR 1.42 with 
respect to Noritsugu Yamasaki, Takafumi Imoto, Hiroshi Kayakiri, Osamu Onomura, and 
Takahiro Hiramura.
